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Dear Professor Coffey: 


You are cordially invited to participate in an evening discussion 
and dinner at CIA Headquarters on Thursday, December 7. Our subject 
will be the intelligence role in arms control verification, including 
monitoring. The current negotiations. on strategic arms limitations - 
emphasize the importance of the subject.

The plan for our evening is as follows: The company will assemble 
in my conference room in the CIA Headquarters Building in Langley, 7D64, 
between 5:30 and 6:00. Refreshments will be served. Our discussion will 
begin at 6:00 and continue until 7:00 when dinner will be served. After 
dinner, or about 7:30, we shall resume discussion and continue until 9:00 
or so, as the intensity of our interest dictates. The company will be 
small, with six outside guests and eight insiders, to facilitate an 
exchange in which al] may participate. 


I am looking forward to your joining us. Ba is STAT 
in charge of arrangements.
